I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  t\.'enty  second  Annual  Report,  being 
a report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1S62. 

Brief  Comments 


‘The  Birth  Rate  shoms  a melconc  rise  frora  t.'iat  of  the  previous  year  but  it  is 
nevertheless  bslov/  the  average  for  Sngland  and  '.laics. 

The  Death  Rate  also  shov/s  an  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Statistical 
evidence  concerning  the  relationship  between  smoking  and  lung  cancer  continues  to 
pile  up  and  it  is  indeed  significant  that  out  of  a population  of  over  40>000  there 
should  have  been  Ip  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  of  v/hich  14  were  men.  In  this  country 
alone  5OO  persons  died  of  this  disease  ovoxy  week,  cr  put  mors  specifically  one 
person  dies  every  twenty  minutesl  Surely  this  must  give  us  food  for  thought. 

One  of  the  most  recent  environmental  threats  to  mardciiid  is  that  of  atmospheric 
pollution  and  this  has  arisen  largely  from  the  aggregation  of  pcpnlation  of  people 
into  towns  and  cities.  In  these  communities,  during'  the  winter  months  especially, 
there  is  an  interaction  betvjccn  smoko  from  chi:.:-nGy3  and  the  surrc’.inding  atmosphere 
resulting  in  an  extreiiely  irritating  chemical  combination  to  \;hich  brcnchitics  arc 
allergic.  This  was  particularly  noticeable  during  the  i.mriod  lasting  for 

more  than  a ".veek  during  December  and  the  remote  effects  of  this  smog  outbreak  were, 
in  terms  of  bronc’aitiG,  and  ether  .respiratory  conditions,  felt  for  q.uite  an  apprec- 
iable time  afterwards.  'Yhilst  it  is  realised  that  at  long  last  we  aie  overcoming 
atmospheric  pollution  by  means  of  oniokolcss  zones  etc.,  our  efforts  measured  in  terms 
of  hur.ian  life  are  pitifully  slow  and  v/o  could  v-oll  reinvigorato  our  efforts  with  the 
same  enthusiasm  as  v;e  have  adopted  in  the  control  of  poliomyelitis  and  road  accidents. 

In  this  '.-ay  wo  should  be  able  in  the  .matter  cf  a decade  at  least  to  cut  down  very 
considerably  both  the  !-.:ortality  and  morbidity  rat'.s  cf  this  disease.  Over  the  last 
ten  years  the  chronic  bronchitis  death  rate  has  shown  a steady,  thouj^h  erratic,  rise 
and  this  ye.?r  the  figure  has  risen  to  a total  of  tj  - the  hir-hsst  for  Castlcford  since 
1951  • T.his,  however,  is  not  the  end  resuj.t  of  the  problem  and  to  evaluate  the  full 
implications  cf  chronic  bronchitis  v;c  must  go  back  10,  20  or  even  more  years  along 
the  life  line  during  v;hich  time  the  loni^"  drawn  cut  devastating  effects  of  this 
disease  can  bo  studied,  both  in  tems  of  lost  national  productivity  and  an  ever-increas- 
ing lack  of  vigour  and  increasing  hujm  n misery  in  the  victims  concerned. 

The  complete  orruo Liveness  of  our  immunisation  campaign  against  diphtheria  first 
bocome  obvious  in  1 944^  Since  then  there  .has  not  been  one  confirmed  case  of 
diphtheria  in  the  BoroUi^h.  Still  mo.re  recently  the  sa.me  pattern  has  been  emerging 
as  regards  poliomyelitis  when  by  means  of  the  Salic,  and  still  .more  recently  the 
Sabin  sugar  lui.-ip,  vaccines,  we  have  built  up  a state  of  .immunity’-  amongst  children 
and  adults  alike,  and  have  not  had  a single  confirmed  case  since  1958  w.hon  there 
were  nine  cases  of  niton  seven  wore  paralytic.  It  caiinot  be  too  strongly  stressed, 
hov;cvcr,  that  wo  have  got  into  this  favourable  impregnable  position  as  a result  of 
our  persistent  irwiiunication  campaigns  and  should  parents  ever  become  apathetic  towards 
these  protective  measures  we  can  bo  sure  that  these  two  plagues  \;ill  again  rc— appear 
in  as  deadly  and  as  virulent  a form  as  ever. 

Our  efforts  in  the  field  cf  mental  health  locally  have  forged  ahead  during  the 
year.  Important  changes  iiave  taken  place  at  the  Airedale  Training’  Centre  which 
caters  for  the  needs  of  the  mentally  subnoremal  individuals  and  these  have  in  the  main 
been  directed  tov/ards  making-  even  more  interesting  the  activities  carried  out  at  the 
Centre  by  the  adolescent  and  adult  males  and  females.  In  this  way  they  have  been 
made  to  feel  that  the  gyilf  which  exists  between  them  and  their  normal  brothers  and 
sisters  is  not  really  so  v/idc  after  all.  These  now  activities  have  made  for  a more 
harmonious  spirit  of  unity  amongst  t’.ose  attending  the  ccnt.re  as  well  as  popularising 
the  various  types  of  v/erk  carried  out.  Considerable  pioneer  work  has  also  been 
done  in  Castleford  in  the  re.haoilitation  of  the  mentally  ill.  This  has  been 
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achieved  hy  the  opening  of  a Psychiatric  Social  Club  in  Castloiord  in  September,  1961> 
•vhere  these  people  already  discharged  from  hospital  but  still  feeling  insecure  in 
their  contacts  with  the  outside  v/orld  can  meet  regularly  and  indulge  in  popular 
^creational  activities.  Recently  a survey  vias  made  from  amongst  those  attending 
Rie  club  to  see  hovr  far  we  had  gone  tov/ards  achieving  our  aims  and  objects  and  the 
consensus  of  opinion  revealed  that  the  Club  had  engendered  a spirit  of  sclf-confidence 
amongst  the  members  along  with  the  ability  to  instil  a ujarked  degree  of  moral  courage, 
already  lacking.  Furthermore,  in  the  privacy  of  their  own  circle  there  had  arisen 
a feeling  of  companionship  based  on  the  principle  that  they  neithy^r  aae'e  fun  of, 
nor  did  they  feel  lot  down  by,  each  other's  faults  and  failings. 


I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  departments  of  the  Council  and 
to  the  professional  and  clerical  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health  Office  fnr  tJ'.oir  valued 
help  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  my  I thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  all 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  courteous  reception  throughout  the  year.

diabetic  Liaison  Ser\>'ice 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  nore  258  cases  on  our  diabetic  register  and  this 
figure  includes  43  noa/  cases  which  had  boon  added  during  the  year.  In  the  same 
period  a total  of  23*'  visits  wore  paid  to  these  patients  by  the  liaison  Health  Visitor. 
Since  this  service  began  sio:  years  ago,  it  has  been  our  ambition  to  have  a complete 
register  of  all  diabetics  in  the  division,  but  every  now  and  again  we  are  broug:ht 
up  to  a sharp  realisation  of  the  fact  that  practice  must  of  necessity  talce  precedence 
over  perfection  v/hen  v/e  discover  quite  by  chance  and  for  the  first  tine  a diabetic 
of  mang'-  years'  standing^  the  death  certificate  is  another  very  revealing  mine  of 
information,  alas  coning  too  late  for  us  to  take  active  interest  whatsoever  in 
the  matter. 


The  local  diabetic,  consultant  has  given  his  blessing  to  our  district  service 
and  furnishes  this  Department  with  every  assistance  possible  in  the  follcv/-up  of 
diabetic  patients.  The  liaison  botv/een  the  district  Health  Visitor  and  the  Hospital 
Sister  in  charge  of  this  depart'mont  is  very  close  indeed^  they  meet  "officially" 
once  per  miOntii  to  discuss  cases  of  interest  and  in  emergency  any  time  during  the 
month.  In  this  ’vay  the  advice  given  in  hospital  as  regards  diet  and  insulin  regime 
can  be  verified  by  the  liaison  Health  Visitor  on  the  district  and  any  divergence  on 
, the  part  cf  the  patient  from  the  artificially  set  norm  can  readily  be  checked  and 
not  infrequently  rectified.  One  baffling  case  came  to  our  notice,  of  a patient 
v/hc  in  .spite  cf  sticking  rigidly  to  her  diet  and  insulin  administre  tion,  was  infrequ- 
ently manifesting  a trace  cf  sugar  in  her  urine.  It  v/as  eventual].;-  discovered  that 
she  v/as  in  the  habit  of  eating  tinned  peas,  and  the  preserving  solution  in  which  the 
peas  were  kept  contained  a fairly  high  glucose  content.  ilov/  this  patient  eats 
tinned  peas  no  longer. 

In  addition  to  the  adult  diabetics  we  have  a girl  ag;ed  14  ^'-nd  t ^o  boys,  one 
aged  8 years  and  another  I4  years.  A1 1 three  have  eom.c  to  accept  their  disability 
’.vith  equanheity . In  the  case  of  the  boy  of  8 the  mother  given  thi-.  injootions, 
but  the  boy  of  I4  gives  his  own  injections. 

Whether  one  is  dealing  with  an  adolescent  or  an  adult  , a woman  in  pregnancy 
or  an  aged  person,  the  v/erk  is  most  absorbing  and  satisfying  and  the  fact  that  the 
frailties  of  human  nature  as  regards  diet  and  insulin  can  seirely  be  guided  along 
the  proper  channels,  wrovides  its  own  reward  to  the  health  visitor  doing  this  v;ork. 

She  is  often  able  to  give  invaluable  advice  regarding  how  to  obtain  a special 
diet  allo’./ance  through  the  National  Assistance  Board,  to  advise  Chiropody  Treatment 
in  the  case  of  old  persons  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Hospital  to  arrange  for  the 
provision  of  food  weighing  scales. 

An  episode  occurred  during  the  year,  amusing  in  retrospect,  in  which  an  advanced 
diabetic  had  a 'flu  cold  and  took  a treble  whisk;?’  v/ith  sugar  and  sedative  - result, 
a black-out  for  I5  minutes. 

Geriatric  Liaison  Service 

During  1S-62  an  excellent  standard  of  liaison  was  maintained  in  the  department 
concerned  v/ith  the  care  of  the  geriatric  patient.  Every  Wednesday  morning  the 
liaison  health  visitor  attends  a case  conference  at  the  Headlands  Hospital, 

Pontefract,  during  which  the  progress  of  each  individual  patient  is  discussed  with 
the  Geriatric  Consultant  with  a view  to  their  ultimate  discharge.  At  these 
conferences  the  health  visitor  is  able  to  go  into  case  histories  in  botji  breadth  and 
depth  and  can  advinc  on  home  circumstances.  Lpon  their  discharge,  certain  of  the 
patients  who  v/ould  be  expected  to  derive  benefit  from  such  a course,  arc  encouraged 
to  return  to  the  Hospital  tv/ice  a v/eek  from  9 a.n.  to  4 p.m.  during  which  tine  they 
are  supplied  v/ith  meals  and  are  given  treatment  whore  necessary  and  to  attend  for 
Remedial  and  Recreational  Therapy.  Up  to  August,  19*^2,  there  were  two  specialist 
health  visitors  carrying  out  this  work  but  subsequently , owing  to  the  resignation 
of  one  of  them,  it  has  had  to  be  done  by  one  only. 
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Approxinately  two  years  a patient  who  was  an  aged  person  living  in  Castleford 
was  afflicted  with  a conplaint  ’.’/hich  resulted  in  a complete  paralysis  of  hoth  lower 
limbs  and  ultimately  she  v-as  transferred  from  the  Pontefract  General  Infirmary  to  the 
^riatric  Unit  before  returning  homo.  As  a result  of  the  close  co-operation  between 
Hie  Consultant  Geriatrician  and  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  latter 
brought  the  case  to  the  notice  of  the  local  Housing  Comroittee  during  1 962  and  the 
patient,  who  is  determined  to  fend  for  herself  as  much  as  possible,  has  now  been 
rs-housod  into  accommodation  much  more  suited  to  her  physical  condition.  Special 
equipment  is  being  installed  in  the  house  to  enable  her  to  become  still  more 
independent. 


This  case  is  typical  of  many  who  are  daily  being  assisted  due  to  the  liaison 
existing  between  the  hospitals  and  Health  Department  Staff  in  this  Division. 

During  the  year  the  liaison  Health  Visitor(s)  made  a total  of  525  visits. 

Liaison  '.vith  the  Castleford  Maternity  Homo 

The  liaison  service  worked  in  conjunction  v/ith  the  Castleford  Liatornity  Horae 
continues  to  be  an  accepted  feature  of  the  comraunity  life  and  Matron  and  her  staff 
are  coming  raore  and  more  to  rely  on  the  services  of  the  liaison  Health  Visitor 
attached  to  the  Home  who  in  turn  is  assisted  by  the  District  Health  Visitors  to 
obtain  vital  information  relative  to  the  patients  and  their  home  conditions. 

During  the  year  a number  of  requests  has  been  made  for  a check  up  to  be  carried  out  on 
defaulters  attending  the  ante-natal  clinic  for  routine  examination  and  the  reasons 
given  for  their  non-attendanoe  have  bean  many  and  varied.  In  the  majority  of  cases 
they  have  been  prevailed  upon  to  continue  attending  the  clinic,  by  the  liaison 
Health  Visitor  but  these  visits  have  been  especially  valuable  in  the  case  of  those 
who  have  left  the  area  without  notifying-  any  department  or  who  have  had  to  go  into  a 
iiaternity  Hospital  as  an  emergency  prior  to  confinement.  In  view  of  the  tight 
schedule  we  have  to  v/ork  to  in  the  case  of  bookings  and  the  growing  tendency  for  more 
and  more  expectant  mothers  v;ho,  because  of  social  reasons,  cannot  have  their  babies 
at  home,  it  is  imperative  that  all  beds  should  be  used  to  the  best  advantage.  The 
time  was,  not  so  many  years  ago,  when  the  assistance  of  friends  and  relatives  was 
readily  available  for  a domicn  liai-y  oonfinernent  but  so  many  women  now  do  a full  time 
job  of  work  that  this  source  has  largely  doried  up.  Quite  a number  of  interviews 
with  patients  has  been  made  prior  to  the  discharge  from  the  Horae  as  a result  of  v/hich 
the  services  of  home  helps  or  relatives  have  been  enlisted  to  help  with  the  children. 

A report  on  all  babies  discharged  from  the  Home  is  most  helpful,  especially  so 
where  the  baby  has  been  seen  by  the  Paediatrician  and  the  health  visitor  can  ensure 
that  the  raother  will  attend  the  cut-patient  clinic  v;hen  requested  to  do  so.  Any 
probleras  that  may  be  encountered  in  regard  to  the  Ortolani  test  v/hich  indicates  a 
congenital  dislocation  of  the  hips,  and  is  carried  out  at  birth  as  a routine,  are 
automatically  reported  to  the  Health  Visitor. 

Iuanyg:ate3  and  County  General  Hospitals  3y  an  arrangements  made  last  year  the 
Liaison  Health  Visitor  at  the  above  hospitals  contacts  the  local  liaison  Health 
Visitor  at  least  once  and  sometimes  twice  a v/eek  to  pass  on  information.  The  home 
conditions  and  environi.iental  reports  are  frequently  obtained  prior  to  the  discharge 
of  the  baby  from  the  hospital  and  this  service  has  greatly  improved  during  the  last 
year. 


It  can  be  said  with  truth  that  all  the  Health  Visitors  have  found  it  a most 
useful  and  helpful  service.

Since  not  a few  of  those  spastics  lead  an  active  life  with  varying  degrees  of 
noriaality,  they  do  not  all  reepuire  the  sane  amount  of  attention  and  supervision  as 
nany  who  are  inactive  and  unaole  to  follov/  a normal  school  life  etc.  Under  these 
circumstances,  selective  visiting  must  of  necessity  prevail,  since  it  would  he  futile 
to  endeavour  to  supervise  those  ’vho  can  fend  for  themselves  and  furthermore  they  all 
knov;  where  to  apply  for  advice  etc.,  should  it  to  needed. 

The  v/ork  involved  in  visiting  these  spastics  is  extremely  interesting  and 
ahsorhing  and  it  is  palpably  noticcahle  that  where  advice  is  sought  and  given  the 
service  is  much  appreciated. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  movements  involved  in  swimming  have  a definite 
therapeutic  effect  on  cases  of  t'lis  nature  and  sv/imming  lessons  were  introduced 
during  the  year  at  the  /akcfisld  Baths.  Selected  cases  v;ere  given  free  transport 
by  ambulance  and  the  scheme  looks  as  if  it  could  be  a real  success.

TRillTIirO  CilTTBE  ?0H  THE  liSTTBLLY  DE?T:CTIVE 

Mentally  defective  persons  have  for  a long  time  suffered  from  two  distinct 
disadvantages  5 the  one  .due  to  prejudice  on  the  part  of  tlis  commvinity  at  large  and 
the  other  to  their 'greater  susceptibility  to  infections.  That  duo  to  vrojudicc  has 
probably  been  brought  about  by  a variety  of  cir cures tanccs  such  as  unor,n.th  cocial 
behaviour  causing  embarassment , the  fact  that  in  the  past  they  have  been  an  unproductive 
unit  in  the  conmiunity  and  were  ultiraatcly  bound  to  become  a burden  and  not  least  they 
v/erc  liable,  if  not  strictly  supervised,  to  develop  into  an  unwelcome  social  problem. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  v;as  a widely  recog’nised  fact  that  individuals  coming  v;ithin 
this  category  seldom  lived  to  adulthood  and  more  often  than  not  were  carried  off  by 
one  or  other  of  the  intorcurrent  diseases  of  childhood.  Prejudice  is  something'  which 
T;;ill  take  quite  a long  time  to  overcome  though  even  now  a healthier  attitude  of  mind 
towards  mental  defectives  is  noticeable  whilst  modern  drugs  and  modern  preventive 
n.^dical  techniques  have  leng-thened  their  expectation  of  life  considerably,  so  much  so 
that  the  population  of  mentally  defective  persons  in  the  cormeunity  has  become  quite  a 
significant  factor. 


Recent  social  legislation  has  sot  itself  the  enormous  task  of  rehabilitating 
these  people  and  short  though  the  experimental  period  has  been,  a distinct  pattern  is 
already  emerging  showing  that  they  arc  not  the  useless  hulks  they  were  formerly  thought 
to  be,  but  are  a malleable  group  of  persons  who  can  readily  bo  taught  simple  skills. 

In  some  instances  they  can  be  taught  to  be  self-supporting  but  in  the  main  only 
partially  so.  T^hat  impact  they  v/ill  ultimately  have  on  the  labour  market  in  a 
sheltered  forr.i  of  employment  is  difficult  to  foresee  but  impact  they  certainly  will 
have  and  its  repercussions  will  surely  toll  in  this  m^arkot  ultimately.  ’To  are  at 
the  moment  blazing  the  trail  for  these  people  but  even  with  our  limited  vision  the 
outlook  is  exciting.  In  their  training:,  and  this  applies  particular!’’  to  those  over 
16  3’e3rs  of  ago,  it  has  generally  been  conceded  the  best  results  can  be  obtained  if 
they  arc  put  to  doing  simple  type  v;ork  of  a repetitive  nature.  Recent  observations 
have  shown  quite  clearly  that  v/hilst  this  is  in  the  main  true,  their  limited  mental 
concentration  rapidly  falls  off  and  emotional  problems  cone  to  the  fore,  if  the  work 
allocated  to  them  to  do  becomes  too  limited  in  its  scope.  It  is  fcand  in  practice 
that  the  best  working  environment  for  such  a person  is  one  in  which  simple  skills  can 
be  carried  out  and  these  must  be  as  varied  as  possible.  Although  they  are  mentally 
defective,  nevertheless,  some  have  sufficient  intelligence  to  realise  that  they  are 
"different”  from  other  people  and  arc  happiest  and  most  co-operative  when  they  can 
carry  out  realistic,  v/orthv/hile  skills  approximating  to  those  of  their  normal 
brethren. 
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Locally,  in  our  Training  Centra  in  Castloford  ’.7e  have  endeavonrod  to  carry 
out  in  a simple  sort  of  way  the  principles  sot  out.  The  Castleford  Training  Centro 
_^kos  pup^ils  both  under  and  over  16  years  of  ago  and  they  come  mainly  t'ror.  the 
Xstleford  and  Pontefract  Divisions  hut  in  srnal’  er  numbers  from  the  3othv;ell  and 
VTethorhy  Divisions.  At  the  moment  a shortage  of  places  exists  for  man;>’-  of  thorn  so 
that  there  is  a considerable  waiting  list,  but  certainly  this  position  wi'l  be 
alleviated  in  the  near  future  when  new  Training  Centres  are  open:!  in  adjacent 
divisions.  The  ones  who  live  near  at  hand  travel  to  the  Centre  on  foot,  but  those 
who  live  farther  afield  have  their  travelling  needs  catered  for  by  moans  of  hired  ’buses 
and  a fcvi  by  private  taxis. 

The  syllabus  in  the  younger  age  groups  has  not  altered  very  materially  in  the 
last  few  years  though  the  accent  is  nov?  on  freedom  of  thought  and  movement  and  is, 
needless  to  say,  non  vocational,  but  that  of  the  over  l6's  has  undergone  a considerable 
transformation.  At  our  Centre  the  adolescent  and  older  males  undertake  a variety 
of  skills  which  comprise  blackboard  finishing,  v/ood  splitting  and  bundling,  seed  box 
making  and  in  conjunction  with  the  adolescent  females,  flower  pot  making.  The 
older  females  are  also  engaged  in  the  making  of  aprons,  bean  bags,  paper  bags, 
envelopes  and  curtains.  All  this  work  is  done  on  a contract  basis  and  even  nov/  - -e 
arc  endeavouring  to  work  out  an  equable  financial  share  out  scheme  which  v/ill  give 
them  some  tangible  incentive  for  the  work  they  have  carried  out  so  making  them  feel 
on  a level  with  the  rest  of  the  fainily.  Most  of  the  contracts  have  been  obtained 
from  the  Mental  Health  Section  but  valuable  work  has  been  put  into  our  hands  through 
the  generosity  of  the  Castleford  Borough  Parks  Department.  As  a result  of  this 
contract  we  have  made  I8OOO  plant  pots  and  1000  seed  boxes  for  them  and  it  would 
appear  likely  that  this  contract  ’will  continue  in  future  years.  Ancther  contract 
has  been  secured  from  a local  firm  for  the  binding  of  aprons  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  particular  job  as  v/ell  as  some  of  the  others  mentioned  will  ultimately  lead  to 
a stable  form  of  employment. 

It  will  probably  be  wondered  how  individuals  v/ith  an  I.Q.  of  55  downwards,  can 
bo  taught  to  do  work  involving  a fair  modicum  of  skill  but  this  is  readily  explained^ 
the  v/ork  involved  in  making  say  a seed  box  or  a plant  pot  is  broken  down  into  so  many 
component  parts  and  then  jigs  are  devised  for  fashioning  each  individual  unit.  Thus 
in  the  making  of  a plant  pot  a shape  is  made  for  cutting  out  the  pot  material  and  then 
a jig  for  assembling  them  in  units  of  10,  and  contradictory  though  it  nay  sound,  the 
lads  with  the  lowest  I.Q.  are  those  v/ho  do  the  counting.  In  indus  Ix-y  these  jobs 
would  be  carried  out  in  much  the  same  way  except  that  they  would  be  done  more  quickly 
by  means  of  complicated  machinery  or  by  'orkraen.  Hhilst  a good  proportion  of  the 
time  spent  at  the  Centre  is  involved  in  carrying  out  contract  work,  it  must  not  be 
thought  that  this  is  done  to  the  exclusion  of  all  else.  Regular  instruction  is 
given  calculated  to  help  then:  in  their  appreciation  of  money  values,  to  tell  the  time, 
to  give  them  a social  sight  vocabulary,  whilst  talks  are  given  in  the  use  to  be  made 
of  the  Post  Office,  e.g.  the  different  values  of  stamps  necessary  for  various  purposes, 
the  cost  of  licences  and  the  use  of  the  telephone  etc.  Contract  work  teaches  them 
how  to  'Work  with  one  another  and  as  a team  whilst  the  training  just  mentioned  befits 
them  to  take  their  place  as  social  huiaan  beings. 

There  is  at  present  no  integrated  scheme  for  the  after-care  of  either  the 
mentally  ill  or  the  mentally  defective  and  the  reason  for  this  is  not  far  to  seek. 

Prior  to  ten  years  ago  the  community  services  for  this  section  of  the  population  were 
practically  nil  and  the  burden  of  looking  after  them  rested  solely  on  the  parents  or 
a mental  hospital.  Little  or  no  thought  was  given  to  relieving  the  parents  of  their 
responsibility  even  during  times  of  illness,  stress  or  holidays.  Since  that  time, 
however,  an  enlightened  social  outlook  has  been  engendered  and  the  state  has  made 
provision  for  all  sorts  of  after  care  schenes  including  that  for  the  mentally  defcobive. 
Trciring  oonbx*oc  arc  being  built  rapidly  and  the  pressure  for  places  has  been  so  great 
that  v/here  new  premises  were  erected  even  as  recently  as  theoee  or  four  years  ago, 
fresh  extensions  are  urgently  being  called  for. 

Concerning  the  pattern  of  v/ork  carried  out  by  the  over  l6’s  at  the  Centres  or 
what  is  even  more  important  the  ultimate  prospects  of  this  class  to  boco/no  wholly  or 
partially  self-supporting,  probably  in  sheltered  workshops,  these  are  points  which 
are  actively  exercising  the  brains  of  all  those  who  arc  genuinely  interested  in  the 
v/elfare  of  the  mentally  defective.  The  most  we  can  say  at  the  mo.mcnt  is  that  through- 
out the  country  a pattern  is  being  v’orked  out  by  trial  and  error  and  ultimately  a 
master  plan  will  be  evolved  which  generally  vdll  fit  the  majority  of  the  needs  of 
this  class  of  people. 
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;Yhat  is  bcinig  done  at  cur  local  Centre  is  in  the  nature  of  an  interesting 
planned  enrerinent  v;hich  has  the  whole-hearted  support  of  the  trainees  thcnselvcs. 
Prior  to  talcing  up  contract  '-’ork,  it  was  noticeable  especially  amongst  the  males  that 
•'  '^v  felt  nissfits  amidst  their  own  parents  and  siblings  j and  woul  ' take  laornings  off 
.Ftake  in  a load  of  coal  for  their  relatives  or  ncighbo’ors,  or  sone  such  job,  but 
now  the.y  have  become  sc  absorbed  in  the  work  they  arc  doing  that  thoy  would  not  miss 
an  attendance  for  worlds.  In  fact,  it  is  now  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  get 


then  to  fetch  a load  of  oca! 


all.  One  of  the  f'-nale  adults  - and  it  is  hoped 


later  to  get  another  one  interested  - is  engaged  in  binding  aprons  for  a local  garment 
factory  the  manager  of  v/hich  has  shov;n  a real  understanding  of  our  aims  and  objects, 
thus  demons trating  what  can  be  done  -v/hen  prejudice  is  overcome,  and  it  is  hoped 
ultimately  that  this  adolescent  female  may  fit  into  the  routine  of  the  factory. 
Furthermore,  the  fact  t]T.at  all  the  products  of  the  Centre  r.iay  ultimately  find  their 
way  into  the  retail  n:arket,  opens  up  interesting  vista.s  concerning  the  future  employ- 
ment of  mentally  defective  persons.  Gone  are  the  days  when  they  'vere  looked  upon  as 
being  just  so  much  dead  v/ood  totally  incarmblc  of  pulling  their  weight  and  it  may 
well  be  that  future  :-ork -..’ill  bo  able  to  provide  a practical  apirc'ntice^ _ 
course  in  a varietj^  of  skills  each  suited  to  their  temporament , apti.ude  and  ability.

Clinic  displays  have  been  char  ctorised  by  originality  in  the  past  year  and 
some  health  visitors  have  shown  an  aptitude  for  devising  slogans  with  an  appropriate 
appeal  to  mothers.  Interest  and  appreciation  demonstrated  by  raothers  attending  the 
clinics  have  in  turn  encouraged  health  visitors  to  continue  and  improve  their  efforts 
and  aptitudes. 

Topics  featuring  immunisation,  vaccination,  dental  health,  smoking  and  health 
denenstration  boards  have  been  available.  It  is  not  always  easy  to  find  such  boards 
capable  of  accommodating  the  type  of  display  which  we  desire  to  s!.ev/  but  this  applies 
almost  v/holly  in  the  non-purpose  built  type  of  Infant  "/clfare  Clinic.  In  addition 
to  those  already  mentioned, other  aspects  of  health  education  have  been  presented  and 
this  conception  of  the  work  is  becoming  more  and  more  established  v/ith  the  passage  of 
time.  Group  discussions  in  Relaxation  Classes  are  always  enthusiastically  v/olcomcd 
by  mothers  and  a variety  of  suitable  subjects  calls  for  detailed  examination. 

Suitable  posters  have  also  been  shown  in  a largo  numbi  r of  offices  and  public 
buildings. 


Group  talks  in  Infant  leliarc  Clinics  are  not  so  easily  cstablishod  but  this  aim 
is  being  encouraged  more  and  more,  week  bj;-  week  and  month  by  month. 

SCHOOLS 


The  standard  and  scope  of  instruction  in  Health  Sducation  as  given  in  schools 
in  this  area  appear  to  have  varied  considerably , depending  upon  a nuieber  of  factors 
such  as  change  of  teachers,  shortage  of  staff  etc.  Where  an  a-dequete  pro,:ra!2nG  list 
already  exists  such  as  E.C.G,  Vaccination,  Diphtheria  Immunisation,  Pclioiqyelitis 
Vaccination  etc. , dental  health,  smoking  and  health,  to  name  only  a fo’v,  it  has  been 
possible  to  offer  sug;gcsticns  and  to  give  complimentary  visual  aids  \:hlch  seem  to  have 
received  appreciative  acceptance  by  the  teachers  concerned.  The  visual  aids  comprise 
posters,  leaflets,  films  and  filmstrips,  and  they  have  been  combined  'vith  brief  talks. 

In  one  school  the  loan  of  a "Hone  Safety"  Flannelgraph  was  very  enthusiastically 
received  wl’.ile  the  mere  senior  girls  also  showed  appreciation  for  the  talks  given. 
Cc-operation  in  this  field  appears  to  be  very  good.  In  other  schools  '.hero  for  various 
reasens  it  has  not  boon  possible  to  Laplant  what  one  v/ould  regard  as  an  adc  luate 
programme,  occasional  talks  and  demonstrations  have  been  given  by  arrangements,  usually, 
with  the  dor.ostic  science  teachers  in  collaboration  with  the  Hoad  Teachers.  In  some 
cases  visits  to  the  Infant  Velfarc  Centres  have  been  arranged  and  those  have 
proved  very  popoilar  with  the  girl  pupils. 
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At  tlio  present  tine,  nost  of  the  Health  Education  v/orlc  has  hoen  carried  out  in 
the  Secondary  Modern  Schools,  but  sone  Junior  Schools  have  also  been  afforded  assis- 
_^nce.  There  is  pronise  that  this  field  can  expand  inniensoly  as  its  usefulness 
pcones  better  appreciated  and  realised  by  nore  of  the  teaching  personnel. 

After  the  initial  introduction  has  been  made,  quite  a cordial  liaison  has 
been  established  in  the  schools  approached.  Many  of  the  teachers  appear  conscious 
of  their  lack  of  nedical  background  and  of  a detailed kno\;'ledge  of  the  social  services. 
?/hile  they  arc  experienced  in  the  art  of  conveying  knowledge,  and  cultivating  under- 
standing, an  outsider's  viewpoint  and  approach  can  be  both  helpful  and  refreshing, 
both  fron  the  teachers'  and  pupils'  outlooks.  Much  can  be  gained  from  co-operation 
by  teachers  and  Health  Visiting  Staff  by  their  combined  efforts  in  School  Health 
Education.  Jhile  the  class  teacher  can  often  acquire  a considerable  amount  of 
infoiT.ie.tion  from  the  Health  Visitor's  talk,  the  Health  Visitor  in  turn  can  also 
increase  her  skill  and  confidence  in  teaching,  fron  observation  of  the  class 
teacher's  handling  of  the  class.  Both  of  these  aspects  assist  in  the  promotion  of 
a Health  Education  programjne.

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR, 
FOR  THE  YEi'iR  ENDED  311  ST  DECEMBER,  I962,  BEING  A 
REPORT  OF  THE  SMIT/HY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  TOTW. 


Mr.Mcyor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  placing  before  you  my  nineteenth  Annual 
Report  in  v;hich  is  given  a brief  reviev;  of  the  Vi/orking  of  my 
department  and  of  the  sanitary  conditions  apertaining  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year  1^62, 

Throughout  the  year  steady  if  unspectacular  progress  has 
been  made  generally  throughout  the  many  aspects  of  environmental 
hygiene  covered  by  the  department. 

Items  of  particular  note  o-re  the  continued  progress  in 
Slum  Clec,rance,  the  submission  of  a comprehensive  report  on 
the  Clean  Air  Act  dealing  v/ith  smoke  control  areas  and  v/hich 
shovved  how  the  problem  of  domestic  smoke  in  the  Borough 
could  be  tackled  on  a systematic  basis  over  the  next  10  - 15 
years.  In  addition  a scheme  for  the  replacement  of  the  old 
destructor  by  a modern  incinerator  together  with  re-organisation 
of  the  paper  salvage  operations  was  prepared,  approved  by  the 
Council  and  tenders  invited  and  accepted.  Further  details 
of  these  matters  vdll  be  given  later  under  the  o.ppropriate 
headings. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  fully  reviev?  the  year  I962 
vdthout  making  reference  to  the  adverse  v/eathcr  conditions 
which  gave  rise  to  much  extra  work  in  many  fields. 

Early  in  the  year  the  district  vms  affected  by  a series 
of  abnormal  gale  force  v/inds  v/hich  caused  widespread  damage 
to  roofs,  chimneys,  spouting  etc.,  in  both  privately  owned 
and  council  owned  houses  and  other  buildings.  For  many 
weeks  after  the  storms  practically  the  whole  building  force 
of  the  tov;n  was  engaged  on  first  aid  repairs  to  roofs  follov^ed 
by  more  permanent  reinstatement  of  property.  In  most  cases 
the  ovmers  of  houses  were  willing  to  have  the  required  works 
carried  out  and  the  main  problem  v/as  in  getting  contractors 
to  deal  vdth  the  more  serious  defects  first,  /i'tor  some 
delays  caused  by  the  inundation  of  the  buildingworkers  or  epercetivos  inder 
such  a deluge  of  vrork,  most  of  the  necessary  repairs  v/ore 
done  but  in  a fov/  cases  the  owners  shov;ed  little  inclination 
to  have  the  v/orks  put  in  hajid.  In  these  cases  advatage  v;as 
taken  of  the  accellerated  procedure  of  the  Public  Hea.lth  .'.ct, 

1961,  and  urgent  repair  notices  served,  with  satisf a.ctory 
results. 


In  the  latter  part  of  the  calendar  year  o.nd  in  the  last 
three  months  of  the  financial  year  the  district  suffered  under 
the  most  intensive  frost  and  snov/  conditions  in  living  memory. 
I am  happy  to  be  cble  to  report  that  through  the  sterling  work 
of  the  men  of  the  department  and  the  cxjtive  and  willing 
co-operation  of  the  Parks,  Highirays,  Direct  Labour  and 
Transport  Departments,  the  main  roads  of  the  Borough  were  kept 
in  a satisfactory  condition  throughout  the  prolonged  spell  of 
arctic  weather. 


It  hc.8  been  my  usual  practice  to  review  nev/  legislation 
passed  during  the  year.  In  I962  no  major  acts  of  Parliament 
were  passed  'which  affected  the  v;ork  of  the  department.  This 
is  not  surprising  v/hen  one  considers  that  in  I96I  three  major 
Acts  affecting  Housing,  Public  Health  and  Factories  came  onto 
the  Statute  Book,  In  fact  it  v/as  in  I962  that  the  major 
impact  of  these 'Acts  began  to  be  felt,  and  the  effects  of  these 
v/ill  be  reflected  in  the  follov;ing  resurai  of  the  v/ork  under 
specific  headings. 


HOUSING 

The  securing  of  adequate  and  suitable  housing  accommodation 
for  all  persons  in  the  tovm  must  remain  a vital  health  service 
to  the  community.  It  is,  of  course  impossible  to  make  available 
to  all  residents  modern  houses  vvith  the  amenities  now  looked 
upon  not  merely  as  desirable  but  as  essential  for  maintaining 
proper  health  standards.  However,  every  effort  is  being 
continued  to  eliminate  the  unfit  houses  within  our  boundaries 
but  the  progress  of  this  must  necessarily  be  integrated  v;ith 
the  new  house  building  programme.  In  addition  houses  of  sound 
substantial  structure  v/hich  lack  modern  amenities  can  be 
provided  with  the  nocessa-ry  bathroom  and  other  fa.cilities  by 
mea,ns  of  improvement  and  standard  grants,  and  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  sphere  of  housing,  Finaily  the 
department's  efforts  a.re  being  maintained  on  dealing  with 
matters  of  disrepair  to  rented  properties  in  order  to  prevent 
nuisance  cr  da.ngers  to  headth  of  the  occupants, 

I v;ill  deal  with  these  aspects  more  fully  under  separcbe 
sub -headings. 


In  1962,  the  Council  completed  224  houses  to  meet  Slum 
Clearance,  overcrowding  and  general  needs,  I60  of  these  wore 
built  on  the  Love  Lane  Estate  v;hich  was  developed  adongside  the 
Hadf  acres  redevelopment  scheme.  As  this  project  nca,rs 
completion  it  is  difficult  to  visualise  the  former  condition  of 
the  site  v/ith  slum  housing,  tempora-ry  huts  and  bungalows  and 
derelict  land,  v/hen  one  sees  the  mod.ern  layout  of  houses  and 
flats  v^ith  interspersed  plots  of  gendens. 


The  remaining  64  dv/ellings  irere  provided  in  the  VliitvYood 
Mere  Area  by  means  of  flc.ts  and  maisonettes  on  the  site  at 
Methley  Road,  These  agadn  prove  a sharp  contrast  to  the  slum 
aireas  close  by,  from  which  the  tenants  have  been  transferred  to 
the  new  di^ellings. 

Other  housing  projects  vrere  st anted  in  1^G2  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  the  growth  of  new  dwellings  nearing  comnletion 
in  the  ’.Tiitwood  Area  adjacent  to  the  \7hitv/ood  Cleananoe 
Area,  It  is  hoped  that  the  progress  of  these  houses  vi  11 
shortly  result  in  the  rehousing  of  the  tenants  from  that  area 
v/hen,  by  the  clearing  of  the  site  further  redevelopment  might 
ensue. 


Private  Housing 

During  the  yean  40  dv/ellings  were  built  by  pidvate  enterprise 
in  the  Borough,  Many  pockets  of  land  c,re  being  built  on  to 
meet  the  deiriond  cf  the  person  who  wishes  to  own  his  ov/n  house. 
Unfortunately  these  sites  are  virturdly  exhausted,  even  though 
the  demand  for  such  housing  continues.

The  property  scheduled  for  ration  in  19^2  vvas  reported  on 
early  in  the  year,  some  objections  were  received  and  public 
enquiries  held  and  the  confirnntion  of  the  orders  without 
modification  of  the  proposals,  v/as  received  by  the  end  of  the 
year.

In  addition  to  the  above  figures  for  work  done  in  this 
field  during  19^2,  it  has  been  my  practice  to  give  a summaiy 
of  the  progress  made  since  the  formulation  of  the  original 
Slum  Cleara,ncc  Progr amr.ie , I therefore  give  in  Table  I the 
picture  as  it  existed  on  the  31st  December,  I962,  This 
Table  sets  out  the  originaA  prograrane  which  included  nine 
madn  a.rcas  of  Clearance  together  v/ith  five  ca.tegories  of 
Individual  Unfit  houses  and  temporary  divollings  nhich  were 
sca.ttered  singly  or  in  small  groups  throughout  the  tov/n. 

These  areas  and  Individuals  totaJled  2,200  houses.  To  this 
figure  has  been  a.dded  475  houses  in  the  '.Tholdon  Roa.d  /'jaoa 
and  a number  of  other  houses  which  though  not  in  the  original 
programme  were  found  to  bo  in  need  of  Slum  Clearance  Action, 
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It  iivill  be  noted  that  the  programme  for  19^3,  19^4  and 
1965  are  c.lready  allocated  for  ojction,  but  that  a balance  of 
581  houses  are  scheduled  for  consideration  in  the  period 
1966/70.  As  mentioned  in  my  I96I  Report, it  vdll  bo  necessary 
to  re-survey  these  houses  in  order  to  assess  their  condition 
and  need  for  action  as  in  some  cas.. s the  condition  of  the 
houses  in  relation  to  the  unfitness  requirements  of  the  Housing 
/ijct  is  known  to  ho,ve  materially  changed  due  to  repairs  having  been 
carried  out.  However,  certain  other  houses  not  in  the 
programme  have  deteriorated  and  it  nay  be  that  those  v7ill  have 
to  be  considered  from  a Slum  Clearance  point  of  viov/, 

I have  also  repeated  Table  II  vdiich  gives  an  up  to  date 
picture  of  the  number  of  frmilies  rehoused  and  houses 
demolished  and  closed  in  the  period  1954  - 1962, 

These  Tables  shov;  that  since  the  liar  over  1,700  houses 
have  been  reported  upon  by  the  Department  and  of  these  1,112 
have  been  demolished  and  103  closed. 

In  addition  to  the  actual  clearance  of  houses,  much  v/ork 
is  falling  on  the  department  in  dealing  with  av/ards  for  good 
maintenance  made  under  Section  60  of  the  Housing  Act, 
follov;ing  Ministry  inspections.  In  the  areas  reported  in 
1961,  mcjiy  awards  were  made  which  had  to  be  a.ssessed  and 
allocated  betv/eon  counter  claims  of  owners  end  occupiers. 
Fortunately  in  the  I962  Programme  vary  fev  of  the  claims  wore 
allov;ed.  Details  of  this  v/ork  are  given  belov/:-

During  1^62  npplico,tions  v/ere  received  for  7I 
Discretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  improvements  and  one 
for  the  conversion  of  a Icarge  house  into  tv/o  fla,ts.  All 
except  one  of  these  was  approved  and  some  35  of  fhe  schemes 
were  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition 
34  improvements  and  one  conversion  scheme  passed  in 
previous  years  v/ere  finalised.  Grants  paid  on  these  works 
totalled  over  £11,861, 

Applications  were  received  for  46  Standard  Grants  and  all 
were  approved.  Of  these  some  21  were  completed  in  I962  as 
were  8 other  schemes  approved  in  I96I,  The  total  grant 
paid  on  these  improvements  was  over  £2,369, 

Full  detailed  figures  relating  to  this  work  are  given 
in  Tables  Nos,  III  (a)  and  (b). 

In  Table  IV  I also  give  a progress  report  on  these 
grants,  setting  out  details  of  the  numbers  of  applications 
dealt  v/ith  since  1954,  From  this  Table  it  v/ould  appear 
that  there  is  a fall  off  in  the  number  of  applico,tions 
received  but  the  Discretionary  Grant  figure  for  I96I 
includes  50  houses  in  one  area  owned  by  the  National  Coal 
Board;  if  this  is  ignored  the  figures  show  a slight 
increase  on  last  year. 


There  appears  to  be  a steady  grov/th  in  the  number  of 
applications  from  o'wner  occupiers  v/hich  is  mainly 
accounted  for  by  young  couples  purchasing  houses  which 
become  vacant  and  improving  them  before  or  shortly  after 
their  occupation  of  the  dwellings. 

It  still  seems,  hovTever,  that  the  major  problem  in  this 
field,  that  is  the  hundreds  of  tenanted  houses  capable  of 
improvement,  is  not  being  significantly  reduced,  as  owners 
still  shov;  reluctance  to  take  advantage  of  the  grant  sohome, 
A few  cases  hov/ever  have  arisen  where  the  owner  was  willing 
to  do  improvements  and  the  tenants  refused, 

I feel  that  the  necessary  amenities  will  not  be 
provided  to  these  houses  unless  some  form  of  compulsion 
is  introduced  by  legislation,  I made  reference  to  this 
in  my  last  report,  but  make  no  apology  for  repeating  mv 
considered  opinion  that  only  by  a systematic  sfliiene  booked, 
by  powers  to  carry  out  the  works  in  default,  can  the 
families  in  the  dv/ellings  concerned  be  provided  with  the 
essentia,!  amenities.

The  I96I 
Housing  iict  gave  stronger  powers  to  deal  with  such  cases  and 
under  these  notice  \;as  served  requiring  the  pi'ovision  of 
additional  v/ashing,  toilet  and  other  facilities. 

As  a consequence  of  this  notice,  the  owner  decided  to 
cease  the  use  of  the  premises  for  multiple  occupation.

Sections  92/3  deals  ivith  premises  in  such  a state  as  to 
be  prejudicial  to  health  or  a nuisance  and  are  used  for 
general  repairs  to  houses. 
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MPECTION  /vND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD 


This  Section  of  the  work  nust  nlv/ays  he  one  of  vital 
importance  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  connunity.  The 
duties  always  cover  the  supervision  of  all  foodstuffs  during 
their  produotion  in  factories,  bakehouses,  preparing  preraises 
and  slaughterhouses,  during  the  distribution  by  the  wholesale 
trade,  and  of  course  during  retail  sale.  Our  v/erk  therefore 
covers  many  processes  and  many  trades,  and  I herewith  give  a 
summary  of  the  type  of  premises  dealt  with. 

Food  Factories 

There  still  remain  in  the  town  tv^o  factories  manufacturing 
sweets,  one  being  mainly  of  the  liquorice  type  commodity  and  the 
other  sweets  from  sugar  boiling.  On  the  cereal  side  we  have 
one  large  flour  mill  and  three  maltsters  producing  the  row 
material  for  beer  and  other  liquors.  Two  factories  prepare 
aerated  v;aters  and  one  factory  is  used  for  the  manufacture  of 
potato  crisps.  Other  trades  comprise  tv/o  tripe  dressers  and 
one  fat  refiner.  During  the  past  year  mo-jor  improvements  have 
been  secured  at  these  premises  under  the  J’ood  Hygiene  Regulations, 


These  include  22  bakehouses  and  27  premises  preparing 
sausages  and  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  foods.  In 
addition  we  hc,ve  one  dairy  which  pasteurises  milk  and  hondles  a 
large  part  of  the  milk  supplied  to  the  tovm. 


V/holesale  Premises 

The  town  is  well  served  by  v;holesale  warehouses,  there 
being  three  fish  warehouses,  one  which  is  in  new  premises 
erected  in  I96I  and  another  has  recently  been  greatly  improved* 
Three  wholesale  green-grocers  operate  in  the  tovm  and  tv/o  of 
these  have  large  banana  ripening  houses.  A recent  innovation 
in  the  town  is  the  introduction  of  a wholesale  grocery  business 
which  now  meets  many  of  the  demands  of  the  smaller  retail  shops 
for  packaged  goods. 


Retail  Premises 

On  this  side  there  are  44  Butchers  Shops,  22  Confectioners, 

10  Grocer/Confecti oners,  12  Retail  Fish  Mongers  and  38  Fried  Fish 
Shops,  3 Multiple  Stores  operate  in  the  town  raid  there  are  132 
Grocers,  many  of  which  are  now  converting  to  self-service  type 
of  operation.  There  are  20  Green-grocers  retailing  fruit  and 
vegetables  and  37  shops  solely  devoted  to  the  sale  of  Sweet 
Confectionery  together  v/ith  Tobacco  etc.  The  town  is  served 
by  15  Chemists  and  Druggists  and  the  catering  side  has  46 
premises  varying  from  Restauramts,  Industrial  and  School  Canteens, 
dovm  to  small  Snack  Ba.rs,  In  addition  there  are  94  Licenced 
premises  being  either  Piiblic  Houses,  Licenced  Clubs  or  Off- 
Licence  Shops, 


The  town  continues  to  be  v/ell  served  by  Mobile  Vehicles 
and  control  is  exercised  over  these  by  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Vest  Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  ixt;  the 
following  are  the  details  of  the  vehicles  operating  within  the

Food  Premises 

I have  referred  in  several  reports  to  the  activities  of 
the  department  in  dealing  with  the  i960  Regulations;  the  steady 
endeavour  of  the  district  inspectors  has  now  shov/n  its  result 
and  food  premises  throughout  the  tov/n  generally  comply  well  with 
the  Regulations.  Routine  inspection  is  Df  course  maintained 
and  the  following  Table  shov/s  in  detail  the  result  of  this  work;-

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In  my  last  report  I referred  to  the  position  et  our 
Market  Hall  where  work  had  been  comnenced  on  the  provision  of 
hot  water  supplies,  -wash  basins,  sinks  etc.  The  v/ork  was 
pursued  throughout  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  in  addition 
the  tenants  themselves  undertook  a considerable  amount  of 
v/ork  in  painting,  and  the  like.  With  our  own  premises  now  in 
full  compliance  one  is  far  better  able  to  deal  vYith  persons  who 
refuse  to  co-operate  with  the  standards  of  hygiene.  It  is 
difficult  to  impress  on  everyone  the  importance  of  v/hat  to  them 
seems  either  an  intrusion  into  their  private  affairs  or 
alternatively  is  something  of  minor  importance  demanded  by  a 
pernickety  official.  This  outlook  does  from  time  to  time 
reveal  itself  in  such  matters  as  personal  hygiene,  hand  v/ ashing 
and  the  like,  and  particularly  the  surreptitious  smoking  on  food 
premises.  The  work  of  the  district  inspectors  in  dealing  vrith 
this  aspect  is  to  be  commended  and  in  the  year  under  review  in 
one  case  only  was  it  necessary  to  rescrt  to  the  service  of 
formal  notice  and  the  threat  of  legal  proceedings.  Thus  the 
majority  of  the  progress  made  is  by  informal  action  and  the 
aducation  of  the  food  handler  to  an  appreciation  of  the 
principles  and  practice  of  Food  Hygiene, 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inspections  mentioned  above, 
certain  other  problems  occurred  which  are  worthy  of  special 
mention,  three  of  these  arose  from  direct  complaints.  The 
most  serious  came  from  a person  who  purchased  two  meat  pies 
which  on  opening  were  found  to  be  mouldy  and  unfit  for  eating. 
The  full  circumstances  were  reported  to  your  Health  Committee 
who  authorised  the  taking  of  legal  proceedings.  As  a result 
the  suppliers  of  the  pies  were  subsequently  fined  £25  with 
five  guineas  costs. 

The  other  tT,YO  complaints  arose  from  v/hat  was  considered 
to  be  the  presence  of  "foreign  bodies"  in  foodstuffs.  One 
related  to  a malt  loaf  in  T/hich  was  found  a metal  paper 
staple;  the  facts  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  and 
in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case  it  was  decided 
not  to  take  legal  proceedings,  but  to  issue  a ’warning  to  the 
manufacturers  of  the  loaf.  The  second  occurrence  v/as  the 
finding  of  a dark  coloured  object  inside  an  ice-cream  cone. 

The  article  was  fori/arded  to  the  Public  Analyst  ’who  reported 
that  it  was  "overcooked  cone  biscuit  and  perfectly  harmless". 

No  action  therefore,  was  necessary. 

The  other  major  problem  arose  from  the  introduction 
into  the  town  centre  of  a "Hot  Dog"  barrou  - The  vehicle 
was  inspected  in  use  late  at  night  and  it  w'.s  found  that 
many  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  were  be'ng  contravened. 

The  facts  ?/ere  reported  to  the  Health  CommJttt-e  who 
authorised  the  taking  of  legal  proceedings^  S’.’b sequent ly, 

hov.’ever,  it  proved  virtually  impossible,  to  trace  the  person 
or  firm  actually  responsible  and  it  Y;as  never  found  possible 
to  serve  the  necessary  summonses  within  the  prescribed 
period.  However,  the  warnings  made  at  the  time  of 
inspection  had  the  satisfactory  result  of  stopping  the 
"invasion"  of  the  district,  by  this  or  similar  barroY/s, 
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MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  meat  supplies  of  the  town  during  19^2 . continn'^d  to 
be  derived  partly  from  animals  killed  at  the  pablic  and 
private  slaughterhouses  v/ithin  the  Borough,  and  partly  as 
dressed  carcases  from  wholesalers  operating  in  slaughterhouses 
outside  the  district. 

The  Council  continued  to  operate  the  public  slaughterhouse 
in  premises  leased  from  the  Co-operative  Retail  Services 
Limited;  these  premises  are  of  old  design  and  are  pr-oving 
completely  inadequate  by  way  of  both  layout  and  capao'  ly 
for  the  through-put  of  animals  dealt  v/ith.  In  the 
Slaughterhouse  Report  of  the  Council  under  the  Slaugh '^rhouses 
Act  i960,  these  premises  are  classified  as  being  inc-.p able  of 
being  made  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  Hygiene 
and  Cruelty  Regulations  and  therefore  v/ill  have  to  cease 
operation  on  the  "appointed  day". 

During  the  year  a number  of  improvement  and  repair 
works  Y/ere  carried  out  in  order  to  comply  so  far  as  is 
possible,  v/ith  these  Regulations  and  to  improve  hygiene 
generally.  Constant  vigilance  and  supeirvision  of  the 
premises  and  staff  was  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  the 
hygienic  standard  as  high  as  possible  bearing  in  mind 
the  unsuitability  and  inadequacy  of  tl®  premises* 

The  public  slaughterhouse  is  used  almost  wholly  for 
the  killing  of  animals  for  one  wholesaler  v/ho  supplies  meat 
to  very  many  of  the  butchers  in  the  Borough  in  addition 
to  exporting  meat  to  shops  in  other  areas. 

Consequent  upon  the  impending  closure  cT  ^he  piiblic 
slaughterhouse,  this  wholesaler  had  in  I96I,  h^en 
endeavouring  to  secure  permission  for  the  eioclion  of  a 
private  slaughterhouse  within  the  district.  At  the 
end  of  that  year,  however,  the  decision  of  a Ministerial 
Inquiry  v/as  received  which  refused  planning  permission 
for  the  proposal.  During  I962  further  consultations  were 
held  with  the  wholesaler  and  v/ith  local  butchers  on  the 
question  of  killing  requirements.  These  discussions  v/ere 
extended  to  a second  wholesaler  operating  in  an  adjoining 
area.  These  multiple  deliberations  with  the  trade 
resulted  in  the  momentous  decision  of  the  Council  to  provide 
a modern  piiblic  abattoir  v/hich  v/ould  ne  jroeble  of  meeting 
the  slaughtering  needs  of  the  distric-  er.d  j ts  ? at  roundings, 
with  the  most  up  to  date  facilities  for  hygioir’.c 
killing  and  dressing  of  carcases,  Aotion  /.-as  commenced 
for  the  securing  of  necessary  permissio.’is  ar  l oho 
selection  and  planning  of  the  tyr^c  of  •D’^omise.s  moso 
suitable  to  meet  these  needs,  TiiO  w/ro  u’.st.  c-f  necessity, 
be  somewhat  prolonged,  and  it  will  be  some  time  yet 
before  the  new  slaughterhouse  can  be  brought  into  operation. 

At  the  outset  of  19^2,  there  rn hcrec  private 
slaughterhouses  operating  within  cixo  drsorict,  one  of  these 
was  of  adequate  design  and  size  as  to  be  capable  of  being 
made  to  comply  with  the  Regulations;  this  continued  to 
operate  during  the  year  and  is  used  b|/  tv/o  butchers  from 
vdthin  the  Borough  and  one  from  an  adjoining  district.  It 
is  expected  that  this  T/ill  oentinue  t©  operate  only  until 
the  nev/  public  abattoir  comes  into  being.  The  other  tw© 
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slaughterhouses  were  scheduled  as  being  incapcble  of  complying 
with  the  Regulations  and  opportunity  was  taken  at  the  tine  for 
re-licensing,  to  point  out  to  the  occupiers  that  certain  works 
were  immediately  necessary,  and  that  in  viev;  of  the  limited  life 
of  the  slaughterhouses,  it  would  be  uneconomical  to  carry  out 
these  v/orks.  The  occupiers  agreed  and  did  not  apply  for 
further  licensing.  The  butchers  concerned  were  afforded 
facilities  for  their  slaughtering  at  the  public  slaughterhouse. 

The  standard  of  animals  killed  continued  to  be  of  a high 
order  and  little  incidence  of  disease  v/as  found.  Tuberculosis 
again  showed  a decrease  and  is  nov;  becoming  a rarity  in  the 
slaughterhouse, 

Inspection  of  all  animals  was  carried  out  on  the  day  of 
slaughter  and  this  was  only  achieved  by  the  inspectors  working 
considerable  hours  after  normal  times  and  at  the  week-end,  and 
at  this  stage  I would  like  once  again  to  pay  tribute  to  their 
conscientious  participation  in  the  duties  of  the  department. 
Evening  and  week-end  v/ork,  particularly  in  slaughterhouses,  is 
anything  but  attractive,  and  their  cheerful  willingness  to  take 
part  is  most  commenda;  le. 

The  follovidng  reveal  the  large  amount  of  work  entailed  in 
ensuring  that  a safe  meat  supply  is  produced  from  the 
slaughterhouses  v/ithin  the  Borough,

In  addition  to  meat  inspection  duties  the  i.ianagnent  of  the 
Public  Slaughterhouse  is  vested  in  my  department.  The 
following  Tables  give  details  of  the  finances  and  throughput  of 
the  premises.  The  ^..bo.ttoir  Account  for  the  year  shews  a loss 
of  just  over  £200-  but  this  is  the  result  of  including  for  the 
first  time  an  oncost  cjnount  of  over  £400  and  a chsrge  for  staff 
administration  of  £150, 


The  throughput  figures  v/hen  compared  v;ith  prc-vious  years  show 
a marked  increase  and  the  total  animals  killed  jumped  from  27,256 
in  1961  to  33,144  in  I962,  This  output  can  only  bo  achieved  in 
these  inadequate  premises  by  the  working  of  long  hoirrs  by  the 
v;holesalers,  slaughtermen  and  even  longer  hours  by  the  Council*  s 
yardmen  who  ha,ve  to  clean  up  the  premises  v/hon  killing  has  ended.

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MILK  SUPPLIES 


Once  again  there  is  little  to  report  by  v/ay  of  change  in 
the  tovm’s  milk  supplies.  i.ll  the  milk  sold  in  the  tovm 
continues  to  be  designated  mile  and  must  therefore  comply  v;ith 
standard  tests.  In  only  one  case  is  raw  milk  sold  by  a 
retailer  and  that  is  from  a Tuberculin  Tested  Herd  from  just 
over  our  borders;  all  other  milk  is  sold  treated  either  by 
pasteurisation  or  sterilization. 

Our  largest  supplier  v/ithout  doubt  is  the  local  dairy  of 
the  Co-operative  Retail  Services  Limited,  v/here  both 
Tuberculin  Tested  and  Undesdgnated  milk  is  treated  in  their 
modern  H.T, S.T,  plant.  Milk  processed  at  the  p^.ant  is 
retailed  by  both  the  Society’s  own  vehicles  and  also  by 
private  roundsmen  purchasing  v/holesale  from  the  Society^  c)!’ 
by  retail  shop-keepers. 

Other  retailers  in  the  district  are  supplied  with 
Tuberculin  Tested  (Pasteurised),  Pasteurised  and  Sterilized  Milk 
from  a local  depot  operated  by  Express  Dairy  Limited.  Many 
shops  still  continue  to  sell  sterilized  milk  delivered  to 
them  by  firms  from  outside  our  area. 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  department 
to  ensure  purity  and  quality  of  our  supplies.  This  sampling 
covers  all  aspects  of  production  and  supply  and  includes  the 
testing  of  raw  milk  received  at  the  local  dairy,  for 
Bacterial  purity,  freedom  from  Tuberculosis  and  Brucella 
Abortus,  and  also  for  the  chemicaR  quality  of  the  fa.t 
content  etc. 

Regular  saraples  are  also  taken  after  processing  to  ensure 
proper  operation  of  the  plant,  and  this  is  extended  to 
sampling  of  supplies  being  delivered  by  various  roundsmen 
and  from  the  local  shops. 

The  figures  for  sampling  are  shovm  in  tabular  form,  but 
during  the  yea^r  one  case  calling  for  particular  mention  did 
arise;  details  of  this  v/ill  be  found  in  the  paragraphs 
dealing  v/ith  sampling  generally. 

In  previous  reports  I have  referred  to  our  old  friend 
the  milk  bottle,  and  have  drawn  attention  to  the  sad  misuse 
to  which  it  is  subjected  by  the  individual  consiimer,  I 
would  not  v/ish  to  reiterate  a,ll  that  I have  said,  but 
merely  confine  myself  to  expressing  a deep  regret  that 
observations  during  the  year  of  19^2  indicate  that  the 
bottles  of  that  year  were  no  better  treated  than  were  their 
predecessors  of  other  yec.rs.  One  looks  forvTard  with  hope 
to  the  day  when  milk  will  be  dispensed  in  non-returnable 
containers. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  tha,t  I962  was  the  fifth 
successive  year  during  which  no  sample  of  milk  v/as  found  to 
be  positive  to  the  test  for  Tuberculosis. 
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The  following  Table  gives  a surar.iary  of  this  section  of  our

Me  continue  to  derive  most  of  our  supplies  from  large 
concerns  situated  outside  the  district  and  who  sell  under  a 
wide  variety  of  attractive  names.  There  still  continues  one 
ice-cream  producer  in  the  tov/n  "wbo  --  prepares  ice  cream  from 
"cold  mix"  and  retails  this  from  his  ov/n  va,n. 


/ill  premises  used  for  the  production,  storage  and  sale 
are  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  vendors  are 
registered  as  Hawkers  of  Food  under  the  17est  Riding  County 
Council  (General  Pov/ers)  ^^ct. 

Sampling  continued  on  a normal  basis  and  the  results 
shov/  that  a high  standard  of  purity  and  quality  is  being 
maintained.

FISH 

Once  again  there  is  little  change  to  report.  The 
supply  of  Tj'et  fish  is  derived  mainly  from  three  wholesalers 
\/ho  import  in  bulk  and  distribute  to  the  retail  trade.  In 
this  latter  connection  they  supply  to  not  only  the  reta,il  "wet" 
fish  shops,  but  also  to  the  numerous  fish  fryers  existing  in 
the  town.  The  v;holesad.e  warehouses  are  of  good  construction 
and  a high  standa.rd  of  cleanliness  is  maintained.  In  the 
retail  trade  those  shops  selling  ¥/et  fish  are  equipped  with 
refrigerated  display  cabinets  which  in  turn  are  invariaJbly 
augmented  by  refrigerated  storage. 

In  my  last  report  I referred  to  the  then  new  aspect  of 
quick  frozen  pre-prnked  fish  fingers  or  fillets,  and  the  sale 
of  these  appears  novir  to  be  v/ell  established.

Unsound  Food 

It  is  generally  appreciated  that  in  the  food  trade  there 
must  be  some  spoilage  or  drimtige.  During  the  year  the  excellent 
co-operation  vHiich  has  been  built  up  with  traders  in  the  tov/n, 
played  its  usual  important  part,  and  damaged  or  unsound  foods 
were  surrendered  for  destruction  and  the  traders  issued  with  a 
Certificate  of  Condemnation.

Throughout  the  year  sampling  under  the  terms  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  was  continued  as  a routine  matter,  but  there 
was  one  very  interesting  matter  arising  from  this. 

Enquiries  v/ere  received  from  a distant  authority 
concerning  colouring  matter  used  in  the  manufacture  of  sweets, 
and  a series  of  samples  were  taken  covering  several  specific 
colours;  the  tests  v/ere  designed  to  check  the  decomposition 
of  Erythosine  when  used  in  manufacture.  It  is  very  pleasing 
to  be  able  to  report  that  as  a result  of  these  samples  it 
was  shov/n  to  everybody*  s complete  satisfaction,  that  the 
materials  were  free  of  adverse  action  and  produced  a 
completely  satisfactory  sv/eetmeat.

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The  samples  346A  - 350A  and  358  v?ere  all  taken  from 
churns  sent  in  by  the  same  farmer.  Thirteen  formal  samples 
were  taken  on  the  l6th  October  and  seven  of  these  v/ere 
reported  as  containing  varying  percentages  of  added  v/ater  or 
low  fat  content.  These  v/ere  followed  up  by  twelve  Formal 
Samples  on  the  18th  October,  when  only  one  sample  of  morning 
milk  showed  added  v/ater,  ’‘Appeal  to  Cow"  samples  were 
taken  early  morning  on  the  19th  October,  and  these  showed 
that  the  cows  were  giving  milk  of  satisfactory  quality.  The 
facts  were  reported  to  Committee  and  proceedings  were 
authorised,  .^t  the  hearing  of  course  only  details  of  the 
one  adulterated  forma-1  sample  could  be  given  in  evidence  and 
the  Bench  found  the  case  "Proved",  but  gave  a conditional 
discharge  to  the  defendant  on  payment  of  costs. 


The  local  flour  mill  was  subjected  to  its  usual  annual 
treatment  with  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  in  order  to  prevent  any 
infestation  of  mill  moth  and  other  parasites.  The 
department  carried  out  the  usual  series  of  samples  of  flour 
to  test  for  residual  HON  in  the  commodity.  The  first  set  of 
samples  showed  that  the  HON  content  was  just  above  the 
permitted  level.  The  flour  was  therefore  held  for  a further 
period  of  airing  and  a second  batch  of  samples  taken.  The 
results  of  these  were  satisfactory  and  the  flour  was  then 
released  for  distribution. 


?;atep  supply 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  tovm,  and  its  distribution, 
became  vested  in  the  lalcefield  and-^District  \7ater  Board 
towards  the  end  of  19^1,  although  in  fact  the  source  of  the 
water  remained  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

All  houses  in  the  district  have  a supply  of  water  laid 
on  into  the  dwelling  and  no  wells  or  private  supplies  e.re  in 
use. 


Regular  sampling  of  the  water  was  carried  out  from  the 
storage  reservoirs  and  taps,  to  check  the  bacteriological 
standard.  In  addition  a sample  of  the  public  supply  was 
taken  to  check  that  the  chemical  analysis  was  satisfactory. 
At  the  same  time,  at  the  request  of  the  Medical  Officer,  the 
public  supply  and  two  local  disused  wells  were  sampled  and 
analysed  for  Fluoride  content.

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PUBLIC  BATHS 


The  Public  Booths  in  Florence  Street  still  provide  the 
sole  swimming  facilities  in  the  district.  Throughout  the 
normal  season  the  pool  is  v/ell  used  during  school  hoiirs  by 
parties  of  school  children  and  at  other  times  by  clubs  and 
other  regular  bathers.  In  19^2  it  v/as  decided  to  keep  the 
pool  in  operation  throughout  the  v/inter  and  this  facility  Vf  as 
appreciated  by  the  regular  patrons  of  the  bath,  although  not 
in  very  large  numbers,  Hovirevcr,  at  times  of  v/arm  weather 
and  particularly  during  school  summer  holidays,  the  demand 
is  such  that  the  baths  are  inundated  with  bathers.  This 
large  number  of  swimmers  places  a heavy  load  on  the 
chlorination  plant,  but  I am  happy  to  report  that  the 
bacterial  standard  of  the  v/ater  was  maintained  at  a high 
level.  Only  one  sample  during  the  yea.r  showed  coliform 
contamination,  and  although  10  samples  indicated  the 
presence  of  some  bacteria  v/hen  subjected  to  the  Plate  Count 
Test,  this  examination  is  an  extremely  severe  test  and  the 
low  counts  found  are  pra»ctically  negligible. 


In  addition  to  the  bacterial  sampling,  regula.r  tests 
were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  in  order  to  check  the  build 
up  of  dissolved  matter  in  the  water.  All  of  these  gave  very 
satisfactory  results,  but  the  v/ater  v;as  changed  in  August  in 
order  to  keep  down  the  total  solids  in  the  v^ater. 

The  Ba.ths  Superintendojit  and  his  Staff  merit 
congratulations  for  maintaining  the  usual  high  standard  of 
v/ater  even  when  v/orking  under  saturation  loads.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  Clean  i'dr  Act  195^,  has  novi  I feel,  achieved  full 
recognition,  but  I regret  not  complete  acceptance.  Despite 
all  the  evidence  that  has  been  produced  concerning  the  effect 
on  health,  there  are  still  vast  numbers  of  people  v;ho  are 
reluctant  to  abandon  their  open  coal  fire  and  accept  some  other 
form  of  heating.  They  raise  in  support  of  their  case,  many 
forms  of  argument  and  invariably  attempt  to  show  that  they  are 
justified  in  their  attitude  becahse  the  Act  cannot  achieve 
perfection.  They  instance  as  reasons  for  not  accepting  local 
control  such  matters  as  diesel  vehicle  fumes,  the  emission  of 
Sulphur  OiidAft  and  other  gassous  matters.  The  householder 
is  ever  ready  to  place  the  responsibility  on  the  shoulders  of 
industry  whilst  industry  in  turn  looks  critically  at  the 
forest  of  domestic  chimneys,  all  emitting  their  quota  of  smoke* 
It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  marry  the  tv/o  sides  of  the  problem, 
and  it  is  even  more  difficult  to  convert  the  strong  minded 
objector.  Nevertheless,  every  effort  continues  to  be  made  by 
all  forms  of  propaganda,  to  educate  our  people.  It  is  at 
times  disappointing  to  find  that  our  endeavours  are  undermined 
by  injudicious  articles  in  the  National  Press  or  through  that 
very  popular  medium.  Broadcasting  and  Television.  In  this 
report  I would  V7ish  to  deal  with  the  two  aspects  of  the  problem 
as  they  exist  today  in  our  Borough, 


Since  the  passing  of  the  Act  I have  in  each  yearly  repori; 
reviev/ed  the  progress  made  in  the  field  of  industry.  Today, 
one  is  able  to  say  tha.t  the  greater  part  of  the  industrial 
smoke  of  years  gone  by,  has  gone.  The  alterations  made  to 
industrial  apparatus  has  been  very  successful  and  v/e  are  now 
left  with  only  one  or  two  problems,  albeit  they  are  not  all  of 
minor  character,  I do  not  propose  to  deal  v/ith  each 
industrial  concern  individuaJly,  but  v/ould  comment  only  on 
those  that  have  particular  bearing  on  the  position, 

Y/hilst,  I hove  said,  the  majority  of  industries  nov/ 
comply  with  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  the  Dark  Smoke  Regulations, 
we  still  experience  trouble  from  the  Coking  Plant  owned  by 
the  National  Coal  Board  and  operating  at  Glasshoughton,  It 
will  be  recalled  that  the  retorts  were  entirely  rebuilt  some 
four  years  ago  and  that  the  by-products  plant  and  other 
anolllaries  amended  or  overhauled.  Undoubtedly  this  has 
produced  a great  improvement  in  the  smoke  position  at  the 
v7orks,  for  the  Ovens  do  not  generally  give  rise  to  smoke. 
However,  there  have  been  occasions  v/hen  dense  clouds  of  black 
smoke  have  been  created  through  an  oven  not  being  completely 
burnt  off  and  from  time  to  time  clouds  of  lighter  shade  have 
emanated  from  the  plant  at  a time  v/hen  ovens  are  to  be 
charged.  These,  however,  are  operational  matters  and 
until  technology  has  secured  some  form  of  break  through, 
there  elimination  cannot  be  guaranteed.  By  and  large, 
therefore,  this  aspect  of  the  plant  is  veiy  much  better. 

During  the  year  19^2,  difficulty  arose  from  the  quenching  of 
the  hot  coke.  In  the  early  Spring  gales  the  quenching 
toT/er  built  to  serve  the  nev;  ovens,  collapsed,  and  for  a 
time  only  the  base  v/as  available  for  quenching  purposes, 
this  resulted  in  the  adjoining  neighbourhood  being  subjected 
to  a spray  of  v/ater  vapour  containing  grit,  and  considerable 
complaint  was  made.  This  matter  v/as  taken  up  v/ith  the  plant 
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managenent  and  the  Alkali  Inspector,  and  as  a result 
arrangenents  were  made  to  use  the  former  quench  tov/er  at 
the  opposite  end  of  the  works.  Although  this  operates  at 
lov/er  altitude,  it  is  more  remote  and  an  improvement  was 
secured.  One  aspect  of  coking  operations  which  still,  I 
feel,  creates  a major  problem,  is  the  disposal  of  the  waste 
liquor.  It  would  seem  tha.t  from  time  to  time  some  or  all 
are  used  in  the  coke  quenching  operation,  and  VThen  this 
occurs  a particularly  obnoxious  affluvia  is  given  off. 

The  problem  is  serious  and  one  can  sympathise  v^ith  the 
management  v/hich  finds  itself  with  a quantity  of  liquor 
which  no  controlling  authority  \d.ll  perrait  to  be 
discharged  in  volume,  at  any  point.  The  matters  I have  so 
far  referred  to,  are  of  course  not  v/ithin  the  direct 
jurisdiction  of  the  local  authority,  but  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate,  By  virtue  of  the 
liaison  existing  with  these  officers,  measures  have  been 
taken  to  deal  with  the  complcints,  and  I am  sure  that  this 
system  will  continue  to  operate  to  everyone^s  benefit. 

Finally, at  the  same  plant,  trouble  did  arise  from 
that  section  under  the  control  of  the  local  authority, 
namely  the  steam  raising  plant.  In  my  last  report  I 
referred  to  the  slov;  progress  being  made  in  replacing  the 
existing  plant,  and  even  by  the  Autumn  of  19^2  there  had 
been  virtually  no  improvement.  As  a result  a statutory 
observation  was  taken  and  its  result  immediately 
transmitted  to  the  National  Coal  Board  Headquarters  and 
later  reported  to  the  Health  Committee,  This  resulted  in 
several  quick  meetings  betv/een  officers  of  the  National 
Coal  Board  o.nd  the  Authority,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
work  was  already  in  hand  for  mechanising  the  existing 
boilers  and  renewing  those  that  were  in  need  of  it.  My 
report  for  19^3  should  contain  a more  satisfactory 
picture, 

A happier  note  is  struck  in  reporting  further  on  the 
installation  of  a v/a-ter  tube  boiler  burning  pulverised  fuel, 
at  one  of  our  large  -works.  At  the  onset  this  very  nexi  form 
of  plant  gave  considerable  teething  troubles,  but  continuing 
experiment  seems  to  have  eliminated  the  early  major  troubles, 
and  one  v/ould  hope  that  the  extension  of  this  principle  v/ill 
ease  the  problem  of  what  is  a rapidly  expanding  industry. 

Our  final  industrial  problem  is  the  hand  firing  v;hich 
takes  place  at  our  three  local  brick  yards.  During  the  yeojr 
a number  of  contraventional  emissions  were  noted  and 
consultations  v/ere  held  ’»dth  the  management.  In  these 
cases  so  much  depends  on  the  care  and  efficiency  used  in 
the  firing,  and  the  matter  virtually  depends  on  what  is 
commonly  referred  to  as  "the  human  eMment",  As  a result 
of  our  action  improvements  have  been  noted,  but  one  cannot 
feel  that  a satisfactory  state  has  been  guaranteed;  it 
may  v;ell  be,  therefore,  that  closer  investigation  Y/ith 
changes  of  method,  may  be  called  for. 

Pollution  is  of  course  not  limited  solely  to  coal 
smoke,  and  during  the  year  complaint  v/as  received  of  a 
grit  nuisance  arising  from  a manufacturing  process 
established  in  a disused  quarry.  The  ma-fcter  v/as  taken 
up  with  the  people  concerned  and  improvement  secured. 

Again,  hov/ever,  one  cannot  but  feel  that  further  troubles 
could  easily  arise. 
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Chemical  emissions  into  the  atmosphere,  are  often  noted 
and  referred  to,  the  processes  creating  them  are,  of  course, 
tinder  the  control  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate,  and  as  v;ith  the 
Coke  Ovens,  the  liaison  betv/een  your  locad  officers  and  the 
Alkali  Inspectors,  has  once  again  proved  beneficial  in  dealing 
tvith  complaints, 

I have  refera^ed,  not  only  in  this  report  but  in  earlier 
ones,  to  the  importance  of  good  relations  between  the  Alkali 
Inspectors  and  your  officers,  and  it  is  once  a.gain  a great 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  that  over  the  year  not  only  v;ere 
the  closest  contacts  maintained,  but  the  most  friendly  and 
informative.  The  problems  vvhich  arise  from  scheduled 
industries  can  be  very  serious  to  local  inhabitants,  and  v;ith 
the  Alkali  Inspectors  covering  such  a wide  field,  close 
supervision  is  not  reasonably  possible.  The  observations 
and  communications  of  local  inspectors  can  be  invaluable  to 
the  Alkali  Inspector,  whilst  a reciprocal  exchange  of 
information  can  provide  the  answers  to  local  enquiries.  This 
is  the  basis  upon  which  our  two  departments  have  worked  and 
which  I hope  vd.ll  continue  to  work. 

Domestic 

I said  of  the  year  I96I,  that  it  v;as  one  of  contemplation, 
but  I am  happy  to  say  that  of  19^2  it  v/as  one  of  some  action. 
Over  the  years  we  have  felt  very  much  fettered  by  the  problem 
of  miner*  s concessionary  coal,  and  whilst  I fear  that  this  has 
not  been  settled  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  minev/orkers, 
the  signing  of  a,greements  has  given  us  the  opportunity  to  make 
progress. 

During  the  year  an  overall  survey  was  made  of  the  town’ s 
problem  and  in  October  I was  able  to  submit  to  the  Health 
Committee  a special  report  dealing  vdth  the  problem  of  Smoke 
Control  Areas,  From  this  report  it  was  agreed  that  the  new 
housing  estate  to  be  built  in  the  Smawthorne  area,  should 
constitute  our  first  Smoke  Control  Area,  and  measures  were  put 
in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  deal  with  this  project.  It 
was  further  agreed  tha.t  a second  atrea  should  be  considered  in 
the  jVestern  area  of  the  district,  conmionly  referred  to  as 
"IThitwood",  where  our  nev/  estate  is  being  built  cheek  by  jowl 
with  existing  properties.  This  would  form  a pilot  s'ohome 
from  which  we  should  gain  considerable  detailed  informoiion 
about  existing  properties.  Prom  this  the  Committee  v;ould  be 
able  to  consider  the  tovm  as  a v/hole. 

Here  clearly,  has  our  start  been  made,  and  more  will  be 
said  of  it  in  subsequent  years,  but  I trust  that  our  first 
area  v/ill  not  be  one  of  isolation  but  the  forerunner  of  an 
ever  growing  programme. 

Administration  and  Propa.ganda 

During  the  yea.r  we  continued  to  maintain  our  four  soot 
deposit  gauges  and  our  load  peroxide  cylinders;  the  results 
from  these  are  later  given  in  tabular  form,  and  give  some 
indication  of  the  degree  of  local  pollution. 
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I spoke  earlier  of  the  value  of  education  and  propaganda 
and  no  opportunity  is  ever  lost  of  sho\d.ng  to  our  people  the 
benefits  that  can  be  secured.  During  the  year  we  v/ere 
offered  a visit  fron  the  National  Coal  Board  Bunga-low,  in 
'which  is  demonstrated  the  use  of  smai.ll  bore  piping  and 
independent  boiler  in  background  heating  as  well  as  open 
appliances.  The  bunga.lov/  was  sited  very  near  to  the 
shopping  centre  and  8,fter  the  Opening  Ceremony  by  His  V.'orship 
the  Mayor,  Alderman  J,  Sma,rt  J,P. , the  general  public  v/ere 
given  almost  a full  week  of  exhibition  time.  Many  hundreds 
visited  the  Exhibit  and  from  the  questions  asked,  it  was 
clearly  obvious  that  considerable  interest  had  been  aroused. 

This,  in  itself  is  most  heartening,  but  I am 
particularly  impressed  by  the  gro\;ing  interest  shown  by  the 
modern  forms  of  house  heating.  Possibly  the  severe  cold 
of  the  Winter  has  accelei-ated  this,  but  whatever  may  be  the 
cause  it  v/ould  be  true  to  say  that  there  is  agrowing 
interest  in  background  heating  anhieved  from  hot  -water 
circulation,  which  in  turn  is  secured  not  only  by  independent 
boilers,  but  by  hea.vy  duty  boilers  built  into  a normal  room 
firegrate.  The  interest  is  not  confined  to  solid  fuel 
appliajices  and  we  know  tha^t  the  gas  and  electrica.l  industries 
are  securing  their  quota  of  interest  in  their  forms  of 
appliances,  I am  hopeful,  thait  taking  all  in  all,  the  day 
of  cleaner  air  is  drav/ing  rapidly  nearer. 

Once  again  your  Council  has  continued  its  Membership 
of  The  West  Riding  Clean  /dr  Advisory  Council,  where  yet 
again  your  Official  had  the  honour  to  be  Chairmar^  and  the 
National  Society  for  Clean  /dr,  your  official  a,gain  serving 
as  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Yorkshire  Divisional  Council  and 
as  one  of  its  representatives  on  the  Executive  Coiincil,

There  is  little  nev/  to  report  in  this  particular  section 
of  our  work.  Nev/  sev/er  construction  was  generally  limited  to 
new  estates  and  the  agreement  referred  to  in  my  last  report, 
with  a private  developer,  produced  virtually  no  change  in  the 
situation.  The  problem  of  cesspools  in  certain  parts  of  cur 
district  is  a serious  one,  both  from  the  point  of  viev;  of  past 
and  potential  danger,  V;hilst  it  is  appreciated  that  there  are 
many  problems  to  be  faced  in  our  tovm,  I could  wish  that  a 
serious  attack  be  launched  in  this  direction;  the  abolition  of 
cesspools,  with  the  provision  of  sewers,  would  be  an  invaluable 
improvement  in  those  areas, 

> 

During  the  year  a number  of  sanitary  alterations  were 
carried  out,  but  I v/ould  reiterate  that  the  number  of 
unsatisfactory  types  of  toilets  is  now  extremely  small  and 
one  expects  that  a further  yeers  slum  clearance  v/ork,  v/ill  in 
fact  have  eliminated  them.

During  the  year  one  of  our  three  cinemas  closed  its  doors 
to  this  form  of  entertainment  and  v;as  converted  to  a private 
club  for  the  playing  of  "Bingo".  The  two  remaining  are  of  a 
satisfactory  standard  and  gave  no  rise  to  problems  during  the 
year. 


COmON  LOD&IHG  HOUSES 


The  tv7o  common  lodging  houses  continued  to  operate  v/ithin 
the  district,  c,nd  control  is  exercised  by  regular  inspection 
ajid  annual  registration  under  the  Public  Health  ^.ct.  The 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  good  for  this  type  of  premises  and 
the  keepers  exercise  good  control  over  the  men  using  the 
premises, 

TENTS.  Vi^HS  IM)  SHEDS 

Work  under  this  heading  includes  the  control  of  the 
siting  of  caravans  under  the  Caravan  Act,  During  the  year 
a licence  was  gra-nted  for  the  siting  of  a single  carava-n 
on  farm  premises  v/ithin  the  district.  In  this  case  it 
was  necessary  to  require  the  provision  of  additional 
facilities  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Act  and  when  these 
v/ere  provided  the  sits  licence  \;as  issued.  Certain  other 
sites  within  the  town  are  used  as  winter  quarters  by 
travelling  showmen  and  these  are  exempt  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Caravan  Act,  Generally  these  sites  are  well 
maintained  r^nd  give  rise  to  little  or  no  nuisa.nce.

Unfortunately  this  is  not  the  case  v;hen  unauthorised  siting 
of  caravans  owned  by  itinerant  hawkers  and  scrap/rag  collectors, 
occurs.  These  persons  pull  on  to  any  piece  of  vacant  land 
without  obtaining  permission  from  the  ovTners  cf  the  land,  and 
when  they  depart  they  often  leave  behind,  litter  and  refuse. 

It  is  only  by  constant  vigilance  of  the  department  that  such 
cases  are  noted  and 'with  the  co-opera.tion  of  the  police 
authority  the  necessary  action  for  moving  the  ca-ravans  is 
taken. 


Near  the  end  of  I962  a case  was  observed  of  a man  using 
tvjo  huts  on  an  allotment  for  living  and  sleeping.  Action  was 
initiated  to  stop  this  and  T;as  successfully  concluded  in  1963* 


RATS  im  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

During  the  year  the  work  of  rodent  control  v/as  maintained, 
T\;o  operativee  were  employed  and  apart  from  short  periods  of 
working  on  housing  disinfestations,  v/ere  occupied  full  time  on 
the  regular  inspection  of  premises  and  the  treatment  of 
infestations  found  during  these  inspections  or  reported  by 
complaints. 

The  methods  used  are  those  recommended  by  the  Mnistry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  although  these  may  not 
always  achieve  a 100^  eradication  of  rats  and  mice,  the 
regular  treatment  of  vulnerable  premises  prevents  the 
esta.blishment  of  serious  infestations.  The  greatest  problem 
in  this  field  is  presented  by  the  large  areas  of  non-statutory 
allotments  where  uncontrolled  keeping  of  pigs  and  other 
livestock  on  far  from  ideal  premises,  makes  an  ideal  breeding 
ground  for  rodents.  The  occupiers  of  these  allotments 
sometimes  are  far  from  co-operative  to  the  operators  and  this 
makes  the  v;ork  more  difficult.  The  proposed  clearance  of  two 
of  these  allotment  sites  at  Smawthorne  and  ITiitv/ood  Mere  for 
redevelopment  will  eradicate  two  very  difficult  problem  areas 
in  this  field. 


The  Council  continues  its  membership  of  the  Workable  Area 
Committee  which  holds  meetings  about  four  times  a year  in 
Leeds,  Your  officers  attend  these  meetings  at  which  nev/ 
methods  are  discussed  and  problems  of  joint  action  can  be 
co-ordinated.

In  addition  to  the  inspection  of  Food  shops  mentioned 
earlier  in  this  report,  routine  inspections  Ttere  carried  out 
at  other  shops  in  order  to  ensure  compliance  v/ith  the 
provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  1950,  This  legislation  requires 
adequate  toilet  and  washing  facilities,  together  \;ith  proper 
heo-ting  and  lighting  and  cleanliness.  In  most  cases  any 
inadequacy  of  these  items  \70.s  quickly  remedied  by  informal 
action,  but  in  19^2  the  owners  of  three  premises  v/ere 
reluctant  to  comply  vdth  the  requirements  of  the  ilct#  In 
these  oases  formal  notices  were  served  under  the  Shops  Act 
and  vdth  the  warning  of  the  likelihood  of  legal  proceedings 
in  the  event  of  non-compliance,  the  necessary  facilities  were 
provided, 

NOISE 

Since  the  passing  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  19^0,  the 
public  appear  to  be  becoming  more  noise  conscious,  and 
complaints  of  noise  are  beginning  to  increase.  Unfortunately 
the  Act  only  gives  pov;ers  which  are  limited  by  certain 
exemptions  and  by  the  defsnoe  that  "the  best  practical  means 
of  reducing  the  noise"  have  been  used.  In  addition  some 
difficulties  are  experienced  in  assessing  the  volume  of  noise 
causing  a nuisance  and  no  statutory  limits  for  noise  are 
included  in  the  Act.  Thus  it  is  often  difficult  to  give  a 
quick  and  easy  answer  to  complaints# 

Two  serious  problems  were  reported  in  1962,  The  first 
of  these  v/as  caused  by  an  oil  fired  boiler  in  a factory 
adjacent  to  some  di/ellings,  and  the  intermittent  noise  ca.used 
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by  the  fans  and  burner  coming  into  action  at  periods  during  the 
night  hours  gave  rise  to  many  complaints.  The  case  v/as 
investigated  and  advice  given  on  the  provision  of  a sound 
proofing  door.  This  was  provided  by  the  ov/ners  of  the  factory 
and  appears  to  have  eliminated  the  prtblem.  The  second  case 
^ose  from  the  excessive  voliame  of  a "juke  box"  in  licensed 
premises  causing  nuisance  in  adjoining  houses.  Representations 
to  the  licensee  eventually  resulted  in  the  reduction  in  volume 
of  the  loud  speaker  with  the  desired  effect. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

These  comprise  one  gut  scraper,  t^/o  tripe  boilers,  one  fat 
melter  and  two  rag  and  bone  dealers.  In  general  the  premises 
are  vxell  kept  and  give  rise  to  no  nuisance,  but  in  the  case  of 
one  tripe  boiler  the  premises  are  not  fully  satisfactoiy  and 
during  the  year  he  initiated  action  for  removal  to  more 
suitable  premises,

Three  premises  are  still  registered  under  the  Act,  and  are  well 
maintained.

MCRTU/HIES 

In  my  last  report  I was  able  to  say  that  work  had  been 
commenced  on  new  Mortuary  premises  at  G-lasshoughton,  It  had 
been  hoped  that  these  v/ould  be  open  by  the  end  of  the  year,  but 
unfortunately  the  ¥/ork  and  difficulties  created  by  the  v/eather, 
made  this  not  possible,  and  comment  v/ill  therefore  have  to  be 
left  until  the  I963  Report,  It  v/as  necessary,  therefore, 
to  continue  throughout  I962,  in  the  tv;o  mortuaries  at  Cinder 
Lane  and  Glasshought'  where  every  endeavour  v/as  made  to 
maintain  them  in  the  best  possible  standard,  having  regard  to 
their  position  and  facilities. 


OTHER  NUIS/J^CE  MTTERS 

During  the  year  two  matters  of  unusual  character  ca.lled 
for  action.  The  first  arose  from  the  conditions  of  a house 
occupied  by  a single  man;  complaints  from  neighbours  ¥7ere 
investigated  and  the  interior  conditions  found  to  be  little 
short  of  tragic.  The  occupier  concerned,  unfortunately,  was 
not  able  to  even  appreciate  let  alone  deal  v/ith  the  conditions, 
and  it  was  only  vjith  the  utmost  difficulty  that  contact  was 
made  with  him.  Such  were  the  circumstances,  that  medical 
opinion  was  sought  and  hospital  accommodation  found  for  the 
person  concerned,  - AO  - 


The  second  problem  was  even  more  unusual  and  possibly 
just  as  difficult  to  deal  v/ith,  A report  vras  received  from  a 
local  police  officer,  that  the  carcase  of  a dead  pony  lay  in 
a ditch  on  the  edge  of  the  district;  although  almost 
inaccessible,  it  v/as  obviously  a playground  for  children,  and 
the  decomposing  body  was  giving  rise  to  nuisance.  The  ov/ner 
of  the  cjiimal  seemed  unknovm,  and  after  consultc.tion  with  the 
Chairman  of  the  Comraittee,  direct  action  v/as  taken.  The 
position  and  condition  of  the  carcase  made  removal  impossible, 
but  through  the  good  offices  of  the  County  Constabulary  the 
carcase  was  destroyed  by  the  fire  of  flame  guns.  This  v/as 
indeed  a most  difficult  situation  and  we  v;ere  greatly  indebted 
to  the  police  authority  and  their  officers  for  the  co-opera.tion 
given,

As  in  all  former  years  this  section  of  the  report  and  the 
figures  included  in  it,  cover  the  period  of  the  Financic.1  Year 
and  not  the  Calendar  Year, 

/ilways  in  this  section  of  our  work  there  is  much  to 
report,  but  on  this  occasion  all  things  pale  in  comparison 
with  the  weather  conditions.  In  the  prefa,ce  to  my  report  I 

said  that  it  was  the  worst  \ri.nter  in  living  memory,  and  the 

extremely  low  temperatures  and  repeated  falls  of  snov/  placed 
a heavy  burden  on  the  resources  of  the  department;  furthermore, 
these  conditions  came  very  early  in  the  winter  and  continued 
almost  unabated  for  weeks  on  end.  The  first  fall  of  snov/  come 
unexpectedly  at  about  8 a,m,  on  the  morning  of  the  19th 
November,  and  from  then  foiNvard  constant  attention  had  to  be 
given  to  road  surf  ones  for  either  frost  or  sno\;,  until  the 

last  week  in  Mo.rch  19^3*  It  was  fortuno.te  tho.t  we  ho.d  been 

able  to  secure  a considerable  quantity  of  so.lt  and  grit  in 
advance  , which  was  supported  by  further  supplies  during  the 
period;  as  a result  we  were  able  to  face  the  v;hole  period 
with  suitable  material,  although  from  time  to  time  rationing 
of  do.ily  supplies  was  necessary.  ...t  the  end  of  the  period 
we  were  left  v/ith  but  a small  stock  pile  of  vital  salt  and 
slightly  more  sand  and  grit. 

During  the  period  we  operated  the  same  system  that  has 
proved  so  satisf o,ctory  in  previous  years.  Our  local  problem 
is  of  course,  the  operation  of  the  shift  system  at  the  various 
collieries,  v;hich  results  in  bus  services  running  from  about 
A a.m,  until  almost  midnight.  Our  organisation  was  prepared 
to  meet  this  twenty  hour  period,  and  whilst  some  gangs 
reported  as  eo.rly  as  A a.m,,  otheis  worked  on  until  10  or  11  p.m,, 
and  in  some  cases  through  the  night.  Even  at  week-ends  and 
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during  the  Christmas  Holidcys,  there  was  no  letting  up,  and 
the  v/inter  took  a severe  toll  of  the  men  taking  part,  YiHiilst 
the  department  v/as  able  to  undertake  much  of  the  gritting  by 
its  ovm  complement,  snow  removal  and  snow  conditions  generally, 
made  outside  uelp  imperative.  Here  we  v;ere  extremely 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  draw  men,  vehicles  and  appliances, 
from  other  departments.  By  arrangement  vdth  the  officers 
concerned,  the  Parks  Department  bore  the  brunt  of  the  w.oirkr  in 
the  iiiredale  and  Forry  Frys  ton  housing  schemes;  the  Direct 
Labour  Force  on  housing  took  over  much  of  the  footpathing  in 
the  residential  a,reas  of  Smawthorne,  Half  Acres,  Hightown, 
LTiitwood  Mere,  V/’hitwood  and  Cutsyke,  whilst  the  Highways 
Department  dealt  in  similar  manner  with  the  tovm  centre  and 
the  Lock  Lane  and  .'Tieldon  Lane  areas.  Every  possible 
appliance  v;as  used  and  throughout  the  prolonged  period  we  had 
the  constant  support  of  the  Transport  Department  in  providing 
the  necessary  vehicles.  Despite  the  magnitude  of  the  task, 
v;e  were  able  to  maintain  our  responsibilities  without  having 
to  engage  any  casual  labour  or  hired  vehicles,  and  I cannot 
pay  tribute  too  highly,  to  the  men  and  officers  of  my  own 
department,  and  to  the  men  and  officers  of  those  other 
departments  who  gave  such  sterling  aid. 

A final  note  must  be^  that  despite  this  abnormal  state 
of  affa-irs,  the  refuse  collection  service  never  broke  down. 

Some  disorgajiisation  v;as  bound  to  occur,  and  at  times  delays 
in  collection  naturally  followed,  but  our  arrears  were  never 
so  serious  as  not  to  be  put  to  right  in  but  a very  short 
period  when  the  good  V7eather  arrived. 

I would  nov/  comment  briefly  on  the  cleasning  services 
generally. 

Refuse  Collection 

During  the  year  two  new  vehicles  were  brought  into 
commission,  one  S & D,  fere  and  aft  tipper  v/ith  pressure 
loading,  and  one  Dennis  Continuous  Loader,  These,  in  t urn, 
replaced  one  Dennis  Pajcit  and  one  Ka,rrier  Side  Loader, 

The  corbining  fo,ctors  of  the  Bonus  Scheme,  the 
improvement  in  mine-workers  coal,  and  the  chringing  pa-ttern  of 
housing,  called  for  some  re -organisation,  and  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  collection  was  sustained  by  four  main  vehicles, 
namely  the  two  new  ones  referred  to,  one  Dennis  Paxit  and  one 
Dennis  Shefflex,  supported  by  pa,rt  time  use  of  the  Karrior 
G-amecock,  The  collection  f ron  shop  and  commercial  premises 
of  course  remained  with  the  special  bodied  Ford,  which  in  turn 
provides  the  bulk  of  the  paper  and  cardboard  for  our  Salvage 
Scheme,  The  figures  covering  the  costs  of  the  service  are 
given  in  tabular  form  as  prescribed  by  the  Ministry,  and 
appear  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

Disposal  - Tips 

Throughout  the  year  two  tips  were  maintained,  one 
serving  the  Eastern  half  of  the  town  at  V/ater  Lane,  and  the 
second  serving  the  V/e stern  half.  Here  a change  of  policy  was 
created  by  certain  changes  of  planning  under  the  tov/n  map,  and 
as  a result  the  tip  at  Three  Lane  Ends  was  temporarily  closed 
in  the  August  19^2,  and  tipping  transferred  to  a former  site 
at  College  Grove,  where  it  continued  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
Throughout  the  yec.r  the  Bray  Loader  v/as  used  extensively  in 
soil  removal,  daily  coverage  and  final  finish;  I v;ould  add 
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here  that  this  vehicle  showed  its  adaptability  in  the  bad 
v/eather  when  it  was  extensively  used  for  loading  and  handling 
gritting  material.  The  vehicle  has  been  in  operation  for  some 
three  years,  and  v/hilst  the  type  of  work  puts  it  to  terrific 
strain  with  consequent  break-dov/n,  one  cannot  but  fail  to 
reo-lise  its  immense  value  in  securing  the  hygierdo 
conditions  at  our  disposal  tips. 


Destructor 

During  the  year  there  i-ms  no  change  in  our  operation  and 
we  continued  to  use  the  make -shift  cell  at  Cinder  Lane, 

However,  invitations  vfere  issued  by  advertisement,  for 
submission  of  schemes  and  quotations  for  new  plant,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  operative  yeo,r  these  had  been  secured  an3.  a selected 
scheme  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnnent 
for  approval  and  Loan  Sanction,  I continue  to  look  forward  to 
the  day  v; hen  proper  apparatus  is  available  and  our  temporary 
scheme  di  sb  ande  d.

The  gross  expenditure  on  disposal  v/as  £9,264.  but  v/ith  the 
income  from  salvage  and  trade  refuse  of  £4,504  this  wa.s  reduced 
to  a net  figure  of  £A.,760, 
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I have  reported  very  fully  on  the  abnormal  winter  conditions, 
but  I must  comment  on  our  normal  scheme  of  operation.  Street 
sv;eeping  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  a combination  of  manual 
labour  and  mechanical  appliances;  the  town  centre  is  swept 
daily  by  small  gangs  using  an  electrically  propelled,  pedestrian 
controlled,  street  orderly  cart.  Once  the  town  centre  has  been 
cleared,  the  main  ga,ng  moves  to  the  Smawthorne  residential  area, 
whilst  the  remainder  take  over  individual  beats.  In  the  outer 
part  of  the  town  a further  Orderly  Cart  is  operated,  by  a gang 
in  the  Glasshoughton  area,  'whilst  the  remaining  districts  are 
divided  over  a number  of  manual  orderly  beats;  these  are  all 
supported  by  three  mechanical  sweeper  collectors  which  are 
responsible  for  the  carriageways  of  the  main  traffic  streets. 


/ill  street  - gullies  are  cleansed  by  vacuum  tank  vehicles, 
v/hich  also  assist  in  cesspool  emptying,  sewer  flushing  and  many 
kindred  tasks;  three  such  vehicles  are  permanently  engaged. 
During  the  summer  months  these  vehicles  undertake  street  crashing 
during  periods  of  hot  v/eather.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  this  is 
not  a particularly  heavy  task.

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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Once  again  our  existing  acconmodation  v/as  augmented  by 
new  conveniences  in  The  Square  at  ...iredale,  v/here  provision  is 
made  for  both  men  and  women  in  premises  adjacent  to  a permanent 
bus  shelter.  The  system  of  staffing  is  as  informer  years,  at 
Bradley  Street  attendance  is  provided  for  the  vromen’ s section, 
but  the  men’s  section  and  all  the  urinals  in  the  town  centre 
are  served  by  part  time  attendance  and  cleaning,  as  are  the 
conveniences  at  Four  Lane  Ends  and  /lire dale.  It  is  with 
regret  that  I have  to  comment  on  the  sorry  treatment  metered 
out  to  these  very  essential  premises.  Throughout  the  year 
practically  every  convenience  in  the  town  was  subjected  to 
damage  and  vandalism,  flushing  cisterns  v/ere  torn  from  their 
V7all  brackets,  other  fittings  duiiiaged  and  coin  locks  vrrenched 
from  doors  and  appliances.  It  is  particularly  grisTOUB  to 
note  that  such  damage  occurred  in  the  nev;  conveniences  at 
AiredaJ.e  within  three  days  of  opening.  Although  every 
effort  is  made  to  check  the  senseless  attacks,  v/e  v/ere  never 
able,  even  with  the  assistance  of  the  police  authority,  to 
find  anyone  directly  responsible.  One  can  only  hope  that 
the  rising  generation  will  eventually  become  educa.ted  to  the 
value  of  piiblic  facilities.
